Some time ago Mr. Hunslcker suf- 
fered a ttrofee ot paralyata at hla konu' 

on East Second street In this city. 
Following the stroke he was confined 
to hit liome (or a lengthy lierlod. He 

eeemnd to bo upon the rond to recov- 
ery and his many friends were pre- 
dicting that he would be able to be out 
in a (ew days when he received an- 
other stroke. He was taken to the 
sanatorium at Lexington where he 
Seemed to get better. Reporta com- 
ing from that place at vnriotiH times 
were very hopeful, but on last Satur- 
day he became worse and patted 
away at the time mentioned. 

Mr. Hunslcker waa bom In Krop- 
pi^n, navnria, Oerinniiy, on March 4, 
ISTl. The story of hlH life 1b a very 
interesting one and xhowH how one 
boy fought his way up the ladder of 
succett. 

Hit mother died when he was but a 

small child and at the age of ten ye.irti, 
accompanied by liia hrotlier, ChrlH, he 
started for Ainerlea, llic land of gold- 
en opportunlity. 

Upon landing In New York city they 
immediately left for the west, arrlvini; 
in Louisville, Ky., on June 16, 1881, 
eleven days after reaching the Aincr- 
Iraii shores. Their (•(unlnK In Mnyf- 
vIIIh was the result of un accident, but 
upon their arrival here they continued 
to stay. 

Leaving LoulBVille the two brothers 
took a train for what they supposed 
was Cincinnati but Instead Rot on the 

wroiiK train and were brouKht to' ' 
Maysville. They attempted to go to 
Cincinnati by boat but were short 15 
cenu of the neoettary |t needed to 
take them there. 

They wcro unable to speak the 
American language upon their arrival 
here. They were fotrnnate In secur- 
lug positions soon, the younger of the 
two, Oodfrey, receiving employment 
with the Cooper ft Sphar nrick 
Works; %hfch was Iqcatod at tl^ pree- 
enf site of the Maysville Coal Co., of 
which he was proprietor. 

It soon became evident tliat he wa> 
a young qian that waa bound to rise in 
tlie butinesB world in Mayaville. ih 
advanced rapidly until he became the 
owner of a large saw mill hero. He 
Inli'r susjiended this and went into tli 
c(.i)l business continuing the latter un- 
til his death. He was Councilman 
from the Sixth Ward ot the city for 
tlip paat four yeara. 

Mr. Hunslcker was twice married 
He is survived by tliroo eliildren from 
tile former marrlape, .Misses Flora anil 
Hernia and Mr. Prank Hunslcker, and 
two by the latter, Misses Hetrick and 
Freda Hunslcker. He leaves two 
brothers, Chrli of this city and Henry 
of Germany and two sisters. Miss Lena 
of Germany and Miss Itachel of Cin- 
cinnati. 

The funeral will be held from the 
late home on Batt Seoond street Tues' 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock, the body 
being brought to Maysville today. The 

services will be conducted by the Rev 
Dr. John Barbour, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church. Interment will 
be made in the Maysville oemetery.

All invest i;j:iit ion jiisl reported hv the United States depiirtiiieiil 
of labor indicates that tiie most i»erilous of all occuiyitions is ollice 
work. The railroad engineer or trainman, the coal miner who de- 
scends into black caverns whero death and disaster are supposed to 
lurk ill many loriiis, iron iiiolders and men engaged in many kinds ol 
strenuous and aiiiiarenlly dangerous labors, have longer averaire 
lives than the bookkeeper or office W(n ker. 

The reason seems lo he that tuiiereulosis Inis a heller ehaiiee 
with ollice people llian with most other types of workers. The dan- 
ger from external accidents is less tlmii thai fioin luberenlosis. 
Clerks, hookkeepers, jieople eonliiK d in an olliee all day, are victims 
of had air, lack of exercise, stafiiial ion. before and after oflii'c hours, 
too, they ride in crowded, stntfy street cars, and they are loo apt lo 
go home lo more elosed windows and an overdose of .irtilieial lie:il. 

One can't exactly advise the ollice worker to ^or forth and play 
golf. He has to be pretty high up in the ranks before he can afford 
many varii'ties of outdoor sports, or the dayli<;lil time in wliieli to 
indulge in them. 15ut he can learn right away to sleep with his 
windows open, to keep at least one window in the office open, to walk 
part way to work if ln' I'lin't mi;h1c llir wliole distance on foot, to 
spend his Sundays as much in the open as juissihle. 

Suet advice may sound hard to the weary office worker. Hut 
some of the weariness will vanish as soon as the advice is laki'ii, V.\ 
ercise arid fresh air — especially the fresh air — will do much lo raise 
the average length of the lives of the offlee-liound.

London. June li> II wan al'icr (ii'ii- 
erul KraKOiniroll' had ciiilly ii'ji'i'li'd 
tbe peace proiMisals niadi' to liini l),v 
German military emmlBsarleB, about 
the middle of May, according to a Reu- 
ter diipatch from Petrogfad, that tho 
German Commander In Chief on tho 
western front sent wireless niea.'iaKes 
to all Uussian truops proposum an 
armistice by which, as he naively suk- 
gested Kusso-Oerman military actlvl 
tie* could be suspended without RuB' 
sian deflection from lier allies. 

The German coniniander Uetlarud in 
hi* message that iiis country witii lier 
allies vras ready to make the frequent 
ly expressed desire of the Russian Sol 
dier's delegates and end the blood- 
shed by concludinn a peace honorable 
to both sides, ihiTcliV reeslaiilisliinf; 
the former n( iKlilioriy relations and 
giving economic support for Itussla. 
The message Invited Russia to send 
plenopotentlarles If she wished to 
know the German conditions, but at 
the same time, to abstain from de- 
niandini; ilir imlilical inn cif (lu se ciin 
dltlons us long as she considered lu'r- 
■elf bound by the secret treaty made 
by foreign governments for the pur- 
pose of "dPBtroylni! Germany and her 
allies." 

The nii'ssnne then speeile's the oh- 
jeel for which (IrrriKniys enemies 
were declared to be liglitiing. These 
are said to Include the position of the 
German colonlea, Alaaoe and Lorraine. 
Trieste, Constantinople, the partition 
of Asia Minor and the levying of a 
heavy indemnity upon the Ceirlral 
powers. 

The radiogram closed by alllrnilng 
Germany'* continued ability to fight 
on all fronts, Instancing previous sim- 
ultaneous operations in Roiimnnia, on 
the Osinzo and tlii' Sumitie. Conse- 
quently it was declared she need not 
remove the eastern front troops and 
threatened that if the Central powers 
were forced to continue the war, their 
military objects, inevitably would be- 
come more extensive.
